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Lafferty's  captured  in  Reno  casino 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Two  fugitives  wanted  in  the 
slayings  of  an  American  Fork  woman  and  her  15-month  old 
daughter  were  captured  Tuesday  by  FBI  agents  in  a 
Reno,  Nev.,  casino,  ending  a  two-week  nationwide  man- 
Liunt. 

Ron  Lafferty,  42,  and  his  brother  Dan,  36,  armed  only 
with  a  folding  knife,  were  apprehended  without  a  struggle 
i.nside  the  Circus  Circus  casino  at  about  12:30  p.m.  Utah 
time.  According  to  the  FBI,  they  were  captured  in  an 
o‘open  area,  not  the  casino  floor,”  without  endangering 
bthers  inside  the  building. 

The  two  brothers  have  been  charged  with  two  counts  of 
criminal  homicide  in  the  slashing  deaths  of  their  sister-in- 
i.aw,  Brenda  Wright  Lafferty,  and  her  15-month  old 
daughter,  Erica  Lafferty. 

Mrs.  Lafferty  was  a  former  BYU  student. 

At  a  press  conference  Tuesday  afternoon,  American 
F ork  Police  Chief  Randy  J ohnson  said  information  leading 
to  the  arrests  was  obtained  “from  a  couple  of  witnesses 
and  a  couple  of  documents  gained  last  Friday.”  Among 


those  documents,  said  Johnson,  was  a  journal  —  whose 
authorship  he  would  not  divulge  —  that  was  instrumental 
in  leading  authorities  to  Reno. , 

Johnson  discounted  reports  that  there  was  a  “religious 
cult  angle”  to  the  murders.  He  said  he  felt  the  prime 
motive  for  the  crimes  was  the  friction  that  developed 
between  Ron  Lafferty  and  Brenda  Lafferty  and  others 
because  of  his  divorce  and  excommunication  from  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

According  to  Johnson,  Ron  Lafferty  “felt  he  received  a 
revelation  instructing  him  to  take  action”  against  those  he 
felt  had  harmed  him. 

In  addition  to  those  who  were  murdered,  a  “hit  list” 
compiled  by  Lafferty  named  two  LDS  church  officials  who 
police  say  Lafferty  intended  to  kill.  Their  homes  were 
broken  into  the  same  day  the  killings  occurred,  but  both 
intended  victims  were  away  at  the  time. 

The  whereabouts  of  the  two  fugitives  was  unknown 
until  Tuesday  morning,  said  Terry  Knowles,  special  agent 
in  charge  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  FBI  office.

“The  last  specific  location  that  I  could  place  them  was 
Wendover  (Nev.)  July  25.”  There,  said  Knowles,  they 
split  up  with  Ricky  Knapp  and  Charles  Carnes,  who  were 
also  sought  in  the  case  and  apprehended  in  Cheyenne, 
Wyo.,  July  30. 

A  mysterious  element  entered  the  case  when  police 
officials  said  they  located  a  “large  volume  of  evidence  —  a 
pickup  load  of  evidence”  somewhere  along  the  Montana- 
Wyoming  border.  However,  police  declined  to  comment 
bn  the  nature  of  the  evidence,  its  exact  location  or  how 
they  were  led  to  it. 

Knowles  refused  to  comment  on  how  FBI  agents  were 
informed  that  the  Laffertys  were  at  the  Circus  Circus 
casino,  but  said  that  it  was  “not  necesarily  the  first  casino 
agents  went  into.”  He  added  that  it  was  “not  a  stroke  of 
luck  that  they  are  in  custody.” 

When  arrested,  the  fugitives  were  wearing  blue  jeans 
and  cowboy  boots,  and  still  wore  full  beards. 

Police  said  they  moved  to  make  the  capture  as  soon  as 
they  learned  the  whereabouts  of  the  pair.  “If  we  had 


located  them  earlier  we  would  have  arrested  them  ear¬ 
lier,”  Knowles  said. 


Knowles  said  that  he  did  not  know  how  the  Laffertys 
had  traveled  to  Reno  or  why  they  were  there,  but  added 
that  the  two  had  done  casual  labor  in  the  area  for  about  two 
weeks  around  June  I  of  this  year.  He  refused  to  comment 
when  asked  if  they  had  received  help  in  their  flight  from 
the  authorities. 

All  four  face  charges  on  two  counts  of  criminal  homicide, 
a  capital  offense,  aggravated  burglary,  and  criminal  con¬ 
spiracy  to  commit  murder. 

Johnson  said  extradition  proceedings  are  underway  to 
bring  the  Laffertys  back  to  U i ah  to  stand  trial.  Knapp  and 
Carnes  are  in  the  Utah  County  Jail  after  being  returned 
from  Wyoming  to  await  trial  on  the  charges. 

Johnson  said  that  no  other  suspects  were  being  sought 
in  the  case.

Group  claims  credit 
for  mine  campaign 


pro-Iranian  Islamic  Jihad  terrorist  group 
claimed  responsibility  for  mining  the  Red  Sea  and 
the  Gulf  of  Suez  and  praised  the  campaign  to  dis¬ 
rupt  shipping  as  “part  of  the  bitter  struggle” 
against  the  West. 

The  Iranian  report  came  as  U.S.  mine-sweeping 
helicopters  headed  for  the  Mediterranean  to  join 
patrols  by  Egyptian  and  French  ships  in  the  Gulf  of 
Suez  and  the  Red  Sea.  Britain  also  was  considering 
sending  minesweepers  to  the  region. 

Fourteen  ships  hit 

Fourteen  ships  have  -been  hit  and  damaged  by 
the  mystery  mines  in  the  Gulf  of  Suez  and  the  Red 
Sea  since  July  27,  according  to  the  Pentagon. 
Lloyd’s  of  London,  the  world’s  foremost  shipping 
insurer,  lists  12  ships  hit. 

Tehran  radio,  in  a  broadcast  monitored  in 
Kuwait,  reported  that  the  Islamic  Jihad  (Holy  War) 
terrorist  group  said  it  had  planted  the  mines  that 
damaged  the  ships. 

Terrorists  claim  credit 

Islamic  Jihad  is  the  same  pro-Iranian  terror 
group  that  claimed  responsibility  for  the  October, 
1983  twin  suicide  bombings  in  Beirut  that  killed  241 
U.S.  servicemen  and  58  French  paratroopers. 

The  radio  praised  the  mining  as  “part  of  the  bit¬ 
ter  struggle  against  the  forces  of  enslavement  and 
domination.” 

“All  the  arrogant  powers  are  helpless,  unable  to 
save  the- -dozens  of  ships  facing'  destmetion-  imthe 
Gulf  of  Suez  and  the  Red  Sea  every  day,”  the  radio 


But  Iranian  Prime  Minister  Hussein  Musavi  de¬ 
nied  at  a  news  conference  in  Tehran  that  Ayatollah 
Ruhollah  Khomeini’s  Islamic  regime  was  involved 
in  the  mining  and  protested  the  search  of  two  Ira¬ 
nian  ships  in  the  Suez  Canal. 

Ships  searched 

The  searching  of  the  two  Iranian  ships  could  not 
be  confirmed  immediately  in  Cairo,  but  the  Egyp¬ 
tian  newspaper  A1  Gomhourisy  said  “some  ships” 
traveling  through  the  Suez  Canal  have  been  sear¬ 
ched. 

Musavi  said  that  although  the  Islamic  Jihad 
claimed  to  support  the  Islamic  revolution  its  nature 
was  Unknown  to  the  Iranian  government,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  dispatch  of  the  official  Iranian  news  agency 
IRNA. 

“I  will  not  go  into  discussion  about  the  nature  of 
this  organization  because,  our  government  is  una¬ 
ware  of  it,”  IRNA  quoted  Musavi  as  saying. 

The  Iranian  statement  came  a  day  after  Egyp¬ 
tian  Defense  Minister  Field  Marshal  Abdel  Halim 
Abu-Ghazala  said  there  were  “indications”  that  two 
nations  were  responsible  for  the  mining. 

He  declined  to  identify  them,  but  Iran  and  Libya 
both  have  been  widely  suspected  of  involvement  in 
the  minings.  Suspicion  focused  on  Iran  following 
reports  that  an  Iranian  vessel  passed  through  the 
Suez  Canal  and  the  Red  Sea  twice  last  month.

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Agency  aids  LDS  members

Members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  do  not 
escape  from  having  marital  and  social 
problems.  When  they  do  occur,  a  so¬ 
cial  service  agency  is  available  to  aid 
them. 

The  Provo  Agency  of  LDS  Social 
Services  is  manned  by  10  professional 
counselors  to  help  with  unwed  pa¬ 
rents,  foster  care,  adoptions,  clinical 
services  and  Indian  student  place¬ 
ment  services,  according  to  agency 
manager  Kenneth  Matheson. 

A  part  of  the  LDS  Welfare  System, 
the  program  adheres  to  state  licens¬ 
ing  requirements  and  bases  its  fees  on 
the  nature  of  the  service  being 
offered. 

Matheson  said  about  young  unmar¬ 
ried  women  who  have  become  pre¬ 
gnant,  “The  (LDS)  Church  has  coun¬ 
seled  young  women  in  that  situation 
—  where  possible  —  to  marry  the 
natural  father.” 

But  this  may  not  always  be  possible 
depending  on  the  nature  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,  he  added.  For  instance,  an  inci¬ 
dent  of  rape  may  be  involved. 

When  this  is  the  ease,  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  has  advised  as  a 
second  choice  that  the  child  be  placed 
in  the  LDS  Church  adoptive  services. 

Matheson  said  a  bishop’s  “order  for 
services”  is  necessary  for  work  with 
all  clients  except  unwed  mothers,  in 
which  case  this  signed  form  authoriz¬ 
ing  aid  is  not  needed. 

“A  goal,  of  course,  is  to  always  get 
her  back  to  her  bishop  and  family 
when  appropriate,”  said  Matheson. 

During  counseling,  the  situation 
and  plans  are  discussed,  but  “there’s 
no  pressure  put  on  her  to  make  any 
definite  decision  at  this  point  in  time. 
We  just  talk  about  alternatives.” 

If  adoption  is  the  choice,  then  a 
necessary  part  of  counseling  is  finding 
out  the  identity  of  the  natural  father, ' 
because  he  must  also  sign  the  release 
form. 

If  the  mother  decides  to  give  the 
baby  up,  then  it  is  hoped  the  girl  will 
place  it  with  the  agency  because  of  the

large  number  of  applicants  for  adop¬ 
tion,  said  Matheson. 

All  potential  parents  in  the  adop¬ 
tion  program  go  through  a  one-year 
screening  for  normal  adoption.  Those 
termed  not  normal  adoptions  are  chil¬ 
dren  of  3  years  or  older,  or  those  who 
have  “special  needs”  (handicapped, 
mixed  racial  or  twins). 

Applicants  for  adoption  through 
this  program  must  hold  a  temple  re¬ 
commend,  have  good  health  and 
financial  stability  and  be  no  more  than 
40  years  older  than  the  child. 

The  agency  also  does  foster  place¬ 
ment  work  when  it  is  necessary  to 


separate  parents  from  a  child.  But 
Matheson  explained  that  the  stay 
with  foster  parents  is  “as  short  as  it 
can  be.” 

Help  and  counseling  is  offered  for 
individual,  family  and  group  therapy 
through  clinical  services.  Matjieson 
explained  that  if  clients  cannot  afford 
to  pay  the  fee,  arrangements  for 
financial  aid  through  fast-offering 
funds  can  be  made  after  agreement 
with  a  bishop. 

According  to  Matheson,  the  most 
prevalent  problems  faced  are  indi¬ 
vidual  and  marital  problems.  Clients 
are  helped  to  better  understand  the 


problem  “and  to  develop  new  skills  to 
combat  the  problem.” 

Consultation  and  assessment  ser¬ 
vices  are  included  with  clinical  ser¬ 
vices,  Matheson  said.  This  enables  a 
bishop  counseling  a  ward  member  to 
receive  further  assistance  through 
the  agency. 

Paul  Buckingham,  a  clinical  worker 
for  the  agency,  said,  the  program  is 
successful  if  it  is  based  on  consumer 
satisfaction,  professional  reputation 
in  the  community,  and  satisfaction 
from  church  leaders  seeking  help  for 
members.

Siamese  twins  get  through  surgery

A  pair  of  5-month-old  Siamese  twins  named  Pat- , 
ricia  and  Ashley  underwent  surgery  for  the  fifth 
time  at  the  University  of  Utah  Medical  Center  on 
Monday. 

The  twins,  who  are  joined  at  the  tops  of  their 
heads,  have  undergone  32  hours  of  surgery  during 
the  five  operations,  according  to  John  Dwan, 
spokesman  for  the  University  Medical  Center. 

“The  strategy  is  to  separate  them  a  little  at  a 
time,”  he  said.  The  first  four  operations  were  done 
by  neurosurgeon  Theodore  S.  Roberts,  head  of  the 
center’s  surgical  team.  During  those  operations  he 
physically  cut  through  the  shared  tissue  and  blood 
vessels  of  the  twin  girls,  Dwan  said. 


During  Monday’s  operation  two  plastic  surgeons 
worked  on  the  girls,  Dwan  said.  “They  have  de¬ 
signed  it  so  skin  will  cover  both  their  heads.” 

The  plastic  surgeons,  Dr.  Clifford  C.  Snyder  and 
Dr.  Luis  Morales,  inserted  two  skin  expanders  — 
silicon  bags  —  between  the  girls’  skulls  and  skin 
tissue,  Dwan  said.  “The  bags  will  slowly  be  inflated 
over  the  next  four  or  five  weeks  to  expand  the 
skin.” 

A  sixth  operation  is  scheduled  for  around  the 
first  week  in  September  after  Labor  Day  “if  every¬ 
thing  goes  well,”  Dwan  said.  It  is  possible  the  girls 
share  brain  tissue  and  Roberts  will  also  have  to  cut 
it,  he  said. 

The  cutting  of  brain  tissue  is  dangerous  because 


the  twins  could  suffer  permanent  damage  from  the 
operation,  Dwan  said.  “It  depends  on  the  extent  of 
the  shared  tissue. 

“They  still  have  most  of  their  growing  left  to  do,” 
he  said.  “They  could  heal.” 

Patricia’s  and  Ashley’s  situation  is  comparable  to 
the  Hansen  twins  of  1979,  according  to  Dwan.  The 
difference  is  the  Hansen  twins  were  both  facing  the 
same  direction  and  Patricia  and  Ashley  are  facing 
opposite  directions,  he  said. 

The  Hansen  twins  do  suffer  permanent  hand¬ 
icaps  because  of  their  surgery,  Dwan  said.  At  this 
time,  Dwan  said  he  and  the  rest  of  the  medical 
center  staff  working  with  the  twins  are  “cautiously 
optimistic”  about  the  outcome  of  the  operations.

Orem  Community  Hospital  has 
announced  the  opening  of  a  center  for 
the  treatment  of  premenstrual  syn¬ 
drome,  an  illness  estimated  to  affect 
40  percent  of  all  women  between  the 
ages  of  15  and  50. 

The  center,  operated  by  Women’s 
Care  Corporation,  will  be  located  at 
Orem  Community  Hospital’s  outpa¬ 
tient  facility  at  485  W.  400  North  in 
Orem. 

The  center  is  the  first  permanent 


satellite  of  the  Utah  PMS  Center 
which  opened  in  Salt  Lake  City  in 
May  1983,  according  to  Patty  Can¬ 
non,  president  of  Women’s  Care  Cor¬ 
poration. 

Medical  researchers  estimate  5,000 
or  more  women  within  the  treatment 
area  of  Orem  Community  Hospital 
may  suffer  from  the  condition  thought 
to  be  a  hormone  disorder  originating 
in  the  brain.

Poland  reacts  negatively 
to  lifting  of  U.S.  sanctions 


WARSAW,  Poland  (UPI)  —  Po¬ 
land  said  Tuesday  the  United  States’ 
decision  to  lift  some  economic  sanc¬ 
tions  against  it  was  “adding  a  teas¬ 
poon  of  honey  to  a  barrel  of  tar”  and 
vowed  Solidarity  would  never  be 
allowed  to  resume  its  activities. 

A  government  spokesman  said  the 
action  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
but  harshly  criticized  Washington’s 
decision  to  leave  key  economic  sanc¬ 
tions  in  place  while  watching  how  Po¬ 
land  implemented  an  amnesty  for  652 
political  prisoners  and  35,000  minor 
criminals. 

“The  recent  statement  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  (on  sanctions)  is  a  small 
step  in  the  right  direction.  It  amounts 
to  something  like  adding  a  teaspoon  of 
honey  to  barrel  of  tar,”  government 
spokesman  Jerzy  Urban  told  a  news 
conference. 

Urban  attacked  the  United  States 
for  supporting  what  he  called  the 
forces  of  confrontation  in  Poland, 
saying  organizations  such  as  the  now- 
outlawed  Solidarity  union  would  not 
be  allowed  to  return  to  their  activi¬ 


ties. 

“I  want  to  state  that  there  will  be 
no  return  to  anarchy  in  Poland  —  no 
social  forces  or  organizations  will 
reappear  that  might  operate  under  a 
new  name  that  could  reinstate  anar¬ 
chy  at  home,”  Urban  said. 

The  release  of  top  political  prison¬ 
ers  continued  Tuesday  with  the 
freeing  of  Zbigniew  Romaszewski,  a 
founder  of  the  Worker  Defense  Com- 
mitte  (KQR),  a  group  that  led  to  the 
formation  of  Solidarity. 

Romaszewski  was  freed  from  War¬ 
saw’s  Rakowiecki  jail.  Another  KOR . 
founder,  Adam  Michnik,  was  released 
Saturday.  Two  other  KOR  founders 
are  still  imprisoned. 

Reagan  announced  he  would  lift 
some  economic  sanctions  against  Po¬ 
land  in  response  to  the  government’s 
amnesty,  passed  by  parliament  July 
21  to  mark  the  40th  anniversary  of 
communist  rule  in  Poland. 

The  decision  included  lifting  the 
ban  on  landing  for  Polish  airliners  and 
reinstating  an  agreement  on  scientific 
and  cultural  exchanges.

Herrmann’s  best  performance  of  last  year 
came  in  the  UCLA  game,  a  game  in  which  he 
teamed  up  with  Cougar  linebackers  Todd 
Shell  and  Leon  White  to  sack  UCLA’s  quar¬ 
terback  eight  times.  “That  was  a  good  game 
for  the  whole  team.

As  far 
as  future  plans  are  concerned,  however, 
Herrmann  would  still  like  to  fulfill  his  boy¬ 
hood  dream  of  becoming  a  professional  foot¬ 
ball  player  —  a  dream  not  too  unrealistic  for 
him. 


LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)  —  Has  Carl  Lewis  taken 
his  singleminded  pursuit  of  four  gold  medals  too 
far? 

That  apparently  was  the  sentiment  of  many  fans 
at  the  Los  Angeles  Memorial  Coliseum  Monday 
night  who  wanted  to  see  Lewis  take  six  shots  at 
Bob  Beamon’s  “unbreakable”  long  jump  record.  Af¬ 
ter  leaping  the  winning  28-14  on  his  first  attempt 
and  fouling  on  an  all-out  second  try,  he  passed  on 
four  remaining  rounds  as  he  has  in  many  past 
meets. 

Lewis  always  has  tried  to  get  off  a  big  jump  on 
the  first  attempt  because  he  says  it  demoralizes  the 
competition  and  allows  him  to  take  the  rest  of  the 
event  off.  But  did  he  owe  the  fans  who  paid  $60-per- 
seat  more  at  the  Olympics?  With  his  second  gold 
medal,  he  was  halfway  to  the  four  he  hopes  to  win 
and  matching  Jesse  Owens’  1936  achievement. 

“Right  now,  I’m  not  thinking  of  world  records,” 
Lewis  said.  “Records  aren’t  my  top  priority.  My 
issue  is  to  do  the  best  I  can,  compete  the  best  I  can. 
I  can  jump  over  29  feet.  It’ll  come  when  the  time  is 
there.  I  think  the  world  record  is  in  me.  I’m  pa¬ 
tient.” 

He  may  have  had  second  thoughts  after  hearing 
scattered  boos  as  he  walked  to  the  medals  cere¬ 
mony.  Lewis  looked  clearly  hurt  as  he  stood  on  the 
platform  and  waited  for  the  gold  to  be  draped 
around  him. 

He  could  console  himself  with  the  statistics.  It 
was  his  37th  consecutive  win  in  long  jump  competi¬ 
tion  and  22nd  jump  over  28  feet,  the  18th  within  the 
legal  wind  limitations. 

Lewis  also  posted  the  fastest  time  of  20.48 
seconds  in  his  qualifying  heat  of  the  200  meters 
after  running  a  21.02  in  a  virtual  jog  in  the  first 
round.  He  goes  after  medal  No.  3  in  that  event’s 
semifinals  and  final  today  after  track  and  field  took 
a  rest  day  Tuesday. 

“People  don’t  realize  what  it  takes  to  run  a  couple 
of  200-meter  races  and  then  come  back  later  be¬ 
cause  of  all  the  security  and  the  sitting  around,” 
said  Lewis.  “But  I’m  looking  Wednesday  to  run  the 
best  race  of  my  life.”

Virus  'trickery'  studied 
at  campus  science  lab

Man’s  struggle  to  control  viral  diseases  is  a  com¬ 
plicated  process  of  trickery,  according  to  Dr.  Byron 
Murray,  an  associate  professor  of  microbiology  at 
BYU. 

“A  virus  is  like  a  cell,  but  it  doesn’t  have  all  the 
elements  it  needs  to  survive,”  said  Murray.  Re¬ 
search  is  being  conducted  to  develop  drugs  that 
look  like  what  the  virus  needs,  but  can’t  use,  he 
said.  If  a  drug  can  be  developed  to  trick  the  virus 
into  using  it  because  it  closely  mimmicks  what  the 
virus  needs,  it  can  act  to  interfere  with  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  essential  proteins  and  acids,  he  said. 

The  challenge  is  to  develop  drugs  that  won’t  in¬ 
terfere  with  the  workings  of  the  cell,  Murray  said. 
Most  drugs  that  are  toxic  to  the  virus  are  also  toxic 
to  the  cell.  Each  new  drug  must  be  tested  through  a 
trial  and  error  process,  he  said. 

In  the  chemistry  lab,  Dr.  Roland  K.  Robins, 
director  of  BYU’s  Cancer  Research  Center,  de¬ 
velops  anti- viral  drugs  and  sends  them  to  the  mic¬ 
robiology  labs  for  testing,  Murray  said.  The  drugs 
are  tested  against  about  15  different  types  of 
viruses  to  see  how  broad  their  spectrum  is. 

Once  an  element  of  a  drug  is  proven  effective,  the 
drug  can  be  modified  and  improved  until  it  accom¬ 
plishes  what  is  desired,  he  said. 

The  drugs  are  first  tested  in  vitro,  or  in  the  lab.  If 
they  are  proven  successful  there,  they  are  tested  in 
vivo,  or  in  life,  Murray  said.  “Often  the  drug  will  be 
effective  in  vitro,  but  because  of  the  workings  of 
the  body,  it  isn’t  successful  in  vivo,”  he  said,  adding 
that  the  process  can  become  long  and  expensive. 

Much  of  BYU’s  anti- viral  drug  research  is  funded 
by  the  U.S.  Army.  The  Army  is  looking  for  treat¬ 
ment  against  the  viral  diseases  suffered  by  its 
troops  in  many  areas  of  the  world,  Murray  said. 

BYU’s  anti-viral  drug  research  program  has 
made  progress  in  anti-cancer  drug  research  too, 
Murray  said.  “Sometimes,  by  luck  or  possibly  by 
design,  some  of  these  drugs  work  against  cancer,” 
he  said.  Because  the  drugs  can  trick  the  cancer  cells 
into  using  them,  they  can  interfere  with  their  pro¬ 
duction  of  proteins.  The  theory  of  fighting  cancer  is 
similar  to  that  of  fighting  viruses,  Murray  said. 

The  anti- viral  drug  research  program  has  tested 
and  proven  several  successful  drugs  synthesized  by 
Robins,  Murray  said.  Among  them  is  Ribaviran, 
which  Fortune  magazine,  in  1982,  called  “the  most 
promising  therapeutic  drug  to  have  emerged  from 
the  laboratory  in  the  battle  against  viruses.” 


Research  to  develop  drugs  that  will  help  control  viruses  is  being 
continued  at  microbiology  labs  on  campus.  The  Army  is  funding  the 
research  to  help  control  the  effects  of  viruses  on  soldiers  in  many 
parts  of  the  world.

Bob  Moore,  senior  city  planner  of 
Orem,  said,  “The  project  will  cost  $5 
million  to  complete  and  will  generate 
100  jobs.” 

Moore  said  he  was  told  by  B.  Wil¬ 
liam  Vandenburg,  a  Charter  Medical 
spokesman,  that  he  plans  to  start 
building  soon.  Moore  added,  “Soon 
can  mean  almost  anything.” 

Citizens  living  near  the  site  of  the 
hospital  have  complained  about  the 
risks  involved,  a  possible  decrease  in 
property  values,  poor  planning  and 
lack  of  concern  for  local  citizens 
shown  by  the  city  council. 

Jay  Owen  Cherrington,  a  professor 
of  accounting  at  BYU  who  lives  near 
the  proposed  site,  said,  “The  families 
in  the  area  near  the  hospital  may  be  in 
danger  because  of  the  type  of  patients 
that  will  be  there.” 

One  mother  near  the  park  site  said 
her  fears  of  the  hospital  were  allevi¬ 
ated  when  she  learned  no  “hard-core 
criminals”  will  be  treated  there. 

If  the  city  council  had  planned  in 
advance  where  they  wanted  to  have 
residential  houses,  businesses  and 
hospitals,  it  would  have  saved  a  lot  of 
trouble,  Cherrington  said.  “As  it  is, 
you  never  know  when  they  will 
arrange  things  so  they  can  build  a 
business  near  your  house.”

Poll  shows  Preference 
gets  mixed  reactions 

Students  aren’t  taking  the  time  to  get  involved, 
according  to  the  outcome  of  a  recent  poll  on  Sum¬ 
mer  Preference. 

The  July  20  event  that  lost  $2,000  due  to  lack  of 
participation  was  the  subject  of  a  poll  by  the 
ASBYU  Women’s  Office  to  find  out  why  only  about 
100  couples  participated 

The  poll  showed  that  44  percent  of  the  students 
didn’t  go  to  Preference  because  they  didn’t  know 
who  to  ask  or  didn’t  get  asked.  ASBYU  Women’s 
Office  Vice  President  Stephanie  Black  said  older 
students  polled  basically  ran  into  a  conflict  of  in¬ 
terests.  “The  older  students  knew  about  Prefer¬ 
ence  but  thought  studies  and  other  priorities  were 
more  important,”  she  said. 

“The  majority  of  older  students  also  thought  the 
extravagance  of  time  and  effort  the  girls  put  into 
asking  their  dates  was  a  little  hokey,”  said  Black. 
“They  thought  the  whole  Preference  experience 
should  be  a  lot  more  casual  and  relaxed.” 

The  poll  revealed  the  girls  who  attend  Prefer¬ 
ence  are  young.  Also,  50  percent  of  those  polled 
thought  Preference  was  still  beneficial  and  an  en¬ 
joyable  experience. 

Black  said  Fall  and  Winter  Preferences  attract 
about  4,000  students  apiece  and  are  beneficial,  but 
plans  to  continue  Summer  Preferences  are  still  up 
in  the  air.

The  hospital  will  use  mental  ther¬ 
apy  and  anti-psychotic  drugs. 
According  to  the  company,  two- 
thirds  of  all  psychiatric  patients  re¬ 
cover  at  least  partially;  half  of  them 
will  never  need  treatment  again. 

The  hospital  will  treat  drug  and 
alcohol  addiction  and  depression, 
whether  it  is  because  of  a  chemical 
imbalance  in  the  brain  or  because  of 
emotional  and  mental  problems. 

There  will  also  be  a  special  center  to 
deal  with  eating  disorders,  anorexia 
nervosa,  bulimia  and  overeating  be¬ 
cause  of  depression.

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Ballroom  dancing  not  just  for  Astaire; 
interest  in  Y  dance  classes  increase

Exposure  to  ballroom  dancing  is  making  people 
more  interested  in  the  dance  form  for  many  diffe¬ 
rent  reasons. 

“Generally,  individuals  take  ballroom  dance  clas¬ 
ses  because  they  enjoy  performing  more  than  just 
contemporary  dancing  like  rock’n’roll,”  said  Tom 
Murdock,  public  relations  director  for  the  Ballroom 
Dance  Company. 

In  the  past  when  people  thought  of  ballroom 
dance,  they  pictured  Fred  Astaire  and  Ginger  Ro¬ 
gers,  tails  and  long  dresses,  he  said.  Now,  though, 
more  young  people  are  getting  involved.  Exposure 
through  television,  universities  and  colleges  is 
making  people  see  ballroom  dancing  differently. 

Ballroom  dancing  features  a  wide  variety  of 
dances  — tango,  quick-step,  samba,  cha-cha,  swing 
—  and  is  fun  and  exciting. 

Murdock  said  the  more  people  see,  the  more  they 
are  interested  because  they  can  relate  to  ballroom 
dance  and  see  it  is  something  they  can  do. 

The  students  at  BYU  have  some  different 
reasons  for  taking  dance  because  of  the  influence  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  he 


“Wherever  students  live  they  have  dances.  Mor¬ 
mons  are  dancing  people.  The  youth  go  to  youth 
dances  until  they  are  married  or  older.  Once  mar¬ 
ried,  they  go  to  dances  for  marrieds,”  Murdock 


According  to  Murdock,  BYU  is  a  dance-oriented 
university.  “Other  universities  I’ve  been  to  have 
had  one  dance  a  month.  The  social  activities  are 
outside  of  the  university  and  in  bars  and  discos.  It 
fits  their  standard  of  living. 

“On  the  other  hand,  BYU  is  a  very  social,  close- 
knit  university.  We  are  our  own  world.  Dances  are 
scheduled  every  week.  Ballroom  dancing  at  BYU  is 
a  natural  outgrowth  of  LDS  stake  and  ward  dances. 
It  is  theyiatural  thing  to  do,”  he  said.

Relationship 

Another  reason  for  students  taking  ballroom 
dance  classes  is  the  direct  relationship  between 
dance  classes  and  the  Ballroom  Dance  Company, 
Murdock  said. 

“People  relate  to  ballroom  dance  and  think,  ‘I’ve 
done  that  before.  ’  Someone  may  not  be  able  to  sing, 
but  they  might  be  able  to  dance.  It’s  another  way  to 
express  their  talents,”  he  said. 

Sally  Green,  a  sophomore  from  Chelmsford, 
Mass. ,  with  an  undeclared  major,  said:  “I  take  bal¬ 
lroom  dance  classes  because  I  love  to  dance  and  I 


want  to  try  for  the  dance  team.  It’s  a  good  break  in 
my  schedule  and  it’s  nice  to  know  the  tests  are 
dancing.” 

Murdock  said  one  student  told  him  ballroom 
dance  classes  are  where  the  girls  were. 

Murdock  said:  “Most  colleges  are  regional  and 
people  are  living  at  home  near  their  friends.  BYU 
students  are  from  all  over,  so  many  leave  their 
friends  and  don’t  know  anyone  here.  They  aren’t 
lonely.  They  just  want  to  meet  other  people.  Dance 
classes  are  a  good  way  to  get  to  know  people.” 

“I  take  dance  classes  to  get  to  know  girls  and 
when  I  get  married,  I  can  take  my  wife  to  dances.  I 
enjoy  it,”  said  Jerry  Sampson,  a  sophomore  from 
Los  Angeles. 

Improve  skills 

Other  reasons  students  take  ballroom  dance  clas¬ 
ses  are  to  improve  dance  skills  and  to  fulfill  general 
education  requirements,  said  Murdock. 

He  said  the  initial  reason  for  men  to  take  classes 
is  different  than  women.  Men  take  classes  because 
they  are  inclined  to  meet  women.  The  women  in¬ 
itially  take  classes  because  they  enjoy  dancing. 

In  the  beginning-level  classes  there  are  more 
women  than  men.  But  by  the  time  students  get  to 
the  advanced  level,  the  reason  for  taking  classes 
has  changed  to  one  of  enjoyment,  so  the  ratio  evens 
out,  he  said. 

“Dance  classes  build  self-confidence  to  socialize 
and  dance,”  Murdock  said. 

Murdock  said  dance  classes  give  confidence  be¬ 
cause  students  get  to  apply  what  they  are  learning 
to  see  if  they  know  how  to  do  it.  Classes  in  many 
other  colleges  do  not  offer  this  reinforcement. 

Students  usually  find  what  they  are  looking  for  in 
ballroom  dance  classes.  Most  people  want  to  learn 
and  the  teachers  are  excellent,  he  said. 

Ability 

The  ability  to  dance  can  show  why  the  student  is 
taking  the  dance  class.  Murdock  said  sometimes  it 
is  hard  for  teachers  because  they  don’t  know  the 
student’s  motives  for  taking  the  class. 

The  teachers  are  dedicated  and  want  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  be  good  dancers.  If  a  student  isn’t  taking 
the  class  to  learn,  the  teacher  has  a  hard  time. 

He  said  those  who  aren’t  taking  the  class  to  learn 
get  student  pressure  to  learn.  The  students,  want  to 
dance  with  the  good  dancers,  so  the  women  won't 
dance  with  the  men  who  are  not  good. 

Murdock  _said  although  ballroom  dancing  will 
never  replace  contemporary  dancing,  it  is  resurg¬ 
ing  stronger  than  ever.  More  young  people,  espe¬ 
cially  at  BYU,  are  finding  it  ftm.

New  painkiller 
enters  market 


Sacred  cows,  poverty 


Indian  life  diverse 


Fast  pain  relief  is  an  ever-growing 
demand  in  the  United  States.  Amer¬ 
icans  now  spend  $1.4  billion  a  year  for 
pver-the-counter  analgesics  and  the  ‘ 
competition  for  a  slice  of  the  market  is 
great. 

Ibuprofen,  the  latest  entry  into  the 
field,  is  the  first  painkiller  to  be  intro¬ 
duced  as  a  non-prescription  drug  in 
nearly  30  years. 

“Ibuprofen,  however,  has  been 
available  as  a  prescription  drug  for 
the  past  decade  under  the  trade 
names  of  Motrin  and  Rufen,”  said  Jer¬ 
ry  Graff,  a  pharmacist  at  BYU’s 
McDonald  Health  Center. 

“The  introduction  of  this  new  drug 
is  a  real  breakthrough,”  said  Graff. 
“The  drug  is  one  of  the  most  doctor- 
prescribed  pain  relievers  today. 
Literally  thousands  and  thousands  of 
people  with  arthritis  and  other  ail¬ 
ments  are  taking  the  drug.” 

The  new  product  will  be  marketed 
as  a  remedy  for  menstrual  cramps 
under  the  trade  names  of  Advil  and 
Nuprin.  Like  aspirin,  ibuprofen  not 


only  relieves  pain  but  also  reduces  in¬ 
flammation  and  fever.  Also  like  aspir¬ 
in,  the  new  drug  has  a  similar  poten¬ 
tial  for  causing  intestinal  bleeding  and 
90  percent  of  those  people  allergic  to 
aspirin  will  also  be  sensitive  to  ibup¬ 
rofen. 

Acetaminophen,  better  known  as 
Tylenol,  is  the  second-leading  painkil¬ 
ler  on  the  market.  However,  it  too  has 
potentially  dangerous  side  effects. 
Some  experts  argue  that  warnings,  as 
seen  on  the  FDA-approved  packaging 
labels,  is  not  enough. 

Dr.  Leslie  Domfield  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
warned  at  a  recent.  Congress  of 
Nephrology  that  the  other  risks  of 
ibuprofen  include  aggravation  of  high 
blood  pressure  and  a  possible  kidney 
failure  by  some  susceptible  people. 

The  new  drug  will  be  sold  in  200 
milligram  tablets  rather  than  the 
usual  400  or  600  milligram  doses. 
“Like  any  drug,  it  can  be  abused,” 
said  Graff.  “But  there  are  a  lot  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  also  experiencing  relief.” 


Colleagues  mourn  Burton's  death 


HOLLYWOOD  (UPI)  —  Friends 
and  colleagues  mourned  the  passing 
of  actor  Richard  Burton,  but  Eli¬ 
zabeth  Taylor,  the  fiery  Welshman’s 
co-star  in  one  of  the  world’s  most  cele¬ 
brated  romances,  was  reportedly  too 
upset  to  comment. 

“Elizabeth  and  the  children  and  ex¬ 
tremely  upset  and  unable  to  say  any¬ 
thing,”  Chen  Sam,  a  spokeswoman 
for  Taylor,  said  Sunday. 

But  the  greats  of  the  movies  and 
theater  poured  out  their  sadness  and 
praise  for  one  of  the  entertainment 
industry’s  true  superstars. 

Laurence  Olivier,  to  whom  Burton 
was  often  compared  for  his  stagecraft 


and  who  was  about  to  start  filming 
“Wild  Geese  II”  with  him  in  Berlin, 
said:  “Richard  was  a  very  fine  actor. 
His  early  death  is  a  great  tragedy  to 
the  theater  world,  the  film  world  and 
the  public.  I  was  looking  forward  to 
working  with  him  again.” 

“I  feel  nothing  but  sadness,”  Sir 
John  Gielgud  said  in  London.  “He  was 
a  bit  wild  —  which  is  very  good  for  an 
actor.” 

Charlton  Heston  recalled  meeting 
Burton  when  they  were  supporting 
players  on  Broadway  in  1948. 

“He  was  a  fine  actor.  I  admired  his 
work  and  sympathized  with  his  bad 
luck  in  love.”

To  much  of  the  Western  world,  In¬ 
dia  is  dusty  streets  littered  with  hun¬ 
gry,  -naked  children,  sacred  cows  and 
turbaned  men.  But  to  21-year-old 
Samuel  May,  India  is  home. 

May  admits  all  of  these  notions  are 
a  part  of  Indian  culture,  but  this  is  not 
all  there  is  to  his  homeland. 

He  arrived  in  Provo  on  July  14,  and 
entered  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  Missionary  Train¬ 
ing  Center  on  July  19. 

The  May  family  makes  their  home 
in  Bangalore,  a  city  of  nearly  5  million 
inhabitants  located  in  south  central 
India,  175  miles  west  of  the  Bay  of 
Bengal. 

“Bangalore  is  actually  better  off 
than  many  other  Indian  cities.  There 
are  more  large  industries  here  than  in 
other  places,”  May  said.  “That  means 
there  are  more  jobs  and  less 
poverty.” 

According  to  May,  the  average 
worker  receives  about  10  to  20  rupees 
per  day,  which  is  equal  to  $1  to  $2  in 
the  United  States.  A  person  with  a 
college  degree  is  paid  somewhat 
more,  although  many  educated  peo¬ 
ple  emigrate  because  of  the  opportun¬ 
ity  of  a  better  life,  he  said. 

“To  communicate  all  over  India, 
you  must  be  able  to  speak  the  lan¬ 
guages  of  each  of  the  areas.  People 
respect  you  if  you  speak  their  lan¬ 
guage.  If  not,  they  ignore  you.” 

Besides  English,  May  speaks  Hin¬ 
di,  Tamil,  Kammada,  Telugu  and 
Malayalan. 

Although  Hindi  is  the  official  Indi¬ 
an  language  and  English  is  the  second 
official  language,  there  are  15  recog¬ 
nized  language  groups  and  more  than 
1,600  dialects. 

“Many  Christians  live  in  southern 


India,  although  they  account  for  only 
3  percent  of  the  total  religious  popula¬ 
tion,”  said  May.  Hindus  constitute  84 
percent,  Moslems  10  percent  and  va¬ 
rious  Eastern  religions  the  rest. 

May  is  the  ninth  LDSJ.  missionary 
from  India  to  serve  a  mission  in  the 
United  States.  Before  joining  the 
LDS  Church,  May  was  offered  a  full 
university  scholarship  at  the 
Seventh-day  Adventist  university  in 
India. 

“Being  baptized  meant  giving  up 
the  scholarship.  It  was  a  difficult  deci¬ 
sion  but  I  am  happy,”  he  said. 

May  said  Indians  are  interested  in 
entertainment,  just  like  Americans. 

“Everyone  goes  to  the  movies  in 
India.  We  see  some  American  movies 
and  many  Indian  movies..  It  is  a  large 
industry  there,”  May  said. 

May  said  that  when  he  returns  from 
his  mission  he  will  continue  his  stu¬ 
dies. 

“I  will  study  arts  and  sciences  that 
will  prepare  me  for  a  career,”  said 
May. 

Once  he  is  settled  with  a  good  j  ob 
and  a  nice  home,  according  to  Indian 
standards,  he  will  be  noted  as  a 
prospective  husband.  According  to 
Indian  tradition,  the  bride’s  parents 
would  meet  with  his  parents  to 
arrange  a  marriage.
